SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Legislatio n to put pay raises in 
the Christmas sto cking o f state 
o fficials, including $5 ,000 a y ear 
fo r the go v erno r and $2,000 fo r 
legislato rs, co mes up to day in 
the Illino is Senate. 
The measure was unv eiled 
Friday night as the lame-duck 
Legislature plunged into a wee­ 
kend sessio n in ho pes o f reach­ 
ing final adjo urnment early 
nex t week, po ssibly Mo nday . 
Go v . Richard B. Ogilv ie’s 
pro po sed real estate tax freeze, 
the o nly o ther majo r item o n 
the calender, suffered a sev ere 
setback. The Senate refused, 
23 -7, to take it fro m co mmittee 
where it was being debated. 
The Ho use, ho wev er, v o ted 
9 3 -23 to bring the legislatio n to 
the flo o r and the likeliho o d that 
the bills will pass there ap­ 
peared to be increasing. 
Speaker W. Ro bert Blair, R- 
Park Fo rest, to ld newsmen 
after the Ho use adjo urned fo r 
the night that he ex pects “ that 
we’ll pass the bills to mo rro w.” 
Pro spects that the measure 
will ev er reach the go v erno r’s 
desk remained dim, ho wev er. 


Sen. Cecil A. Partee, D-Chi- 
cago , president pro tempo re, 
disco unted any chance that the 
freeze bill wo uld pass the Sen­ 
ate 
if 
its 
spo nso r, 
C.L. 
McCo rmick, R-Vienna, gets it 
o ut o f the Ho use. 
“ I think the Senate has spo k­ 
en,” Partee to ld newsmen. 
Under the pay bill, the go v er­ 
no r’s annual salary wo uld be 
increased 
fro m 
$45 ,000 
to 
$5 0,000. Earnings o f the secre­ 
tary o f state and atto rney gen­ 
eral wo uld go fro m $3 0,000 to 
$40,000. 
Annual pay o f $3 7,5 00 wo uld 
be set fo r the treasurer, cur­ 
rently receiv ing $3 0,000, and fo r 
the lieutenant go v erno r, no w 
getting $25 ,000. 
Salaries o f Supreme Co urt 
justices wo uld go fro m $40,000 
to $42,5 00. Tho se o f the Appel­ 
late Co urt judges wo uld in­ 
crease fro m $3 7,5 00 to $3 0,000. 
As the measure stands, there 
are no raises fo r asso ciated cir­ 
cuit judges, altho ugh these may 
be added, no r fo r the superin­ 
tendent o f public instructio n, 
who under the new 19 70 Co n­ 
stitutio n no lo nger is a co n­ 
stitutio nally elected o fficer. 
The measure raises the pay 


o f the lawmakers, themselv es, 
fro m $17,5 00 a y ear to $19 ,5 00. 
The figure ex ceeds the federal 
wage guideline by $75 a y ear. 
In additio n, the bill wo uld 
giv e the lawmakers the po wer 
to set their o wn daily ex pense 
allo wance merely by passing a 
reso lutio n fo r day s when they 
are attending General Assem­ 
bly sessio ns. 
They repo rtedly plan to set 
the figure at $3 2.5 0 per day . 
So me members said when the 
measure was intro duced in the 
Senate Friday night that it 
wo uld no t be passed witho ut 
substantial amendments to trim 
so me o f the raises. 
Meanwhile in 
the 
Ho use, 
McCo rmick to ld newsmen he is 
set to o ffer “ a who le lo t o f 
amendments” to the tax -freeze 
pro po sal. He said that so me o f 
tho se likely to be made were: 
—Ex emptio n o f library and 
park districts fro m the pro v i­ 
sio ns o f the freeze. 
—A so ftening o f the effect o f 
the freeze o n scho o l districts, 
which are respo nsible fo r two - 
third o f all Illino is real estate 
tax lev ies. 
—A reductio n in the span in 
which the freeze wo uld take ef- 


fect fro m fo ur y ears to “ o ne o r 
two .” 
Senate Republican Leader 
Terrel E. Clarke o f Western 
Springs attacked the upper 
chamber’s actio n in refusing to 
take up the tax -freeze plan as 
“ a grav e demo nstratio n o f bad 
faith with the electo rate.” 


“ When Demo crats cy nically 
reject attempts to freeze pro p­ 
erty tax es but then take an o b­ 
scure bill and amend it with 
pro v isio ns fo r magnanimo us 
pay increase fo r elected o ffi­ 
cials, the peo ple sho uld be o f­ 
fended,” Clarke said. 


Altho ugh Partee said the Sen­ 
ate was prepared to adjo urn its 
special tax -freeze sessio n per­ 
manently Friday , the adjo urn­ 
ment reso lutio n was no t o ffered 
and the sessio n co ntinued.

SPACE CENTER, Ho usto n 
(AP) — The three men o f the 
last, lo ngest and mo st scien­ 
tifically pro ductiv e Apo llo lunar 
missio n start a 6 8-ho ur jo urney 
ho me to day with samples and 
new sightings o f a fascinating 
finding—o range mo o n dust. 
Astro nauts Eugene A. Cer- 
nan, Harriso n H. Schmitt and 
Ro nald E. Ev ans—the last to 
see the mo o n clo se up perhaps 
in this century —will fire Apo llo 
17’s ro cket at 6 :3 3 p.m. EST 
and streak o ut o f lunar o rbit 
to ward a So uth Pacific splash­ 
do wn Tuesday . 
Scientists o n earth, mean­ 
while, praised the men o f 
Apo llo 17 fo r their acco m­ 
plishments. 
Dr. Paul Gast, chief o f earth 
and planetary sciences at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center, said 
mo o nwalkers 
Cernan 
and 
Schmitt apparently disco v ered 
a “ ty pical v o lcanic crater” at a 
ho le in the mo o n called Sho rty 
Crater. 
The astro nauts disco v ered o r­ 


ange so il at this site and scien­ 
tists said to day this finding co n­ 
firmed speculatio n that Sho rty 
Crater was aremnant o f v o lcan­ 
ic activ ity fro m late in mo o n 
histo ry . This means the o range 
dust co uld be the y o ungest lu­ 
nar material ev er co llected. 
Dr. W. R. Muehlberger o f the 
Univ ersity o f Tex as said Cer­ 
nan and Schmitt were a “ re­ 
markable team” which spent 
ev ery av ailable minute o n the 
mo o n to make sharp geo lo gic 
o bserv atio ns abo ut the lunar 
surface. 
Dr. Gary Latham o f the Un­ 
iv ersity o f Tex as at Galv esto n 
said seismic signals created by 
crashing Apo llo 17’s ro cket o n 
the mo o n no w indicate the 
mo o n’s crust is abo ut 29 miles 
thick, no t 75 miles as pre­ 
v io usly believ ed. 
The men o f Apo llo 17 were 
awakened fo r their final ho urs 
abo v e the mo o n with a musical 
renditio n o f “ Co me On, Baby , 
Light My Fire” and they start­ 
ed making their last v isual and 


pho to graphic o bserv atio ns o f 
the lunar surface. 
Tucked in Apo llo 17’s ho ld is 
a reco rd cargo o f mo o n sam­ 
ples co llected by Cernan and 
Schmitt, including the o range 
dust fo und Tuesday . 


Apo llo 17 will break away 
fro m lunar o rbit with a ro cket 
firing while behind the mo o n 
and o ut o f co ntact with earth. 


The spacecraft will lo se radio 
co ntact at 6 :13 p.m. EST o n its 
last o rbit and, if the ro cket fir­ 
ing is successful, emerge fro m 
behind the mo o n at 6 :45 p.m. 
EST, o n its way to ward earth 
240,000 miles away . 


On their final full wo rk day 
in o rbit Friday , Schmitt, a geo l­ 
o gist 
spo tted 
streaks 
and 
patches o f o range and red-o r­ 
ange aro und a crater called 
Sulpicius Gallus. 
“ Man, we’re seeing an o r­ 
ange mo o n no w,” said Schmitt, 
as the scientist gazed at the 
surface 75 miles belo w.

Little did the g uy who put up the 
first co mmunity telev isio n an­ 
tenna—CATV—in the hills o f Penn­ 
sy lv ania back in the late ’4 0s dream 
that his effo rts to clarify the sig nal 
fo r the lo cal fo lk wo uld spawn to ­ 
day ’s billio n-do llar industry . 
With six millio n subscribers no w 
ho o ked up aro und the natio n, and 
with at least 20 millio n subscribers 
fo recast by the end o f this decade 
(so me estimates do uble that fig ure), 
there is little do ubt that CATV is big 
business. 
CATV is do ing a lo t mo re than 
clarify ing sig nals, ho wev er. Pay tel- 
ey isio n is already in ho tels and is be­ 
ing tested fo r ho me use thro ug h sy s­ 
tems as wide apart as Virg inia, 
Flo rida and So uthern Califo rnia. 
The reaso n fo r the ex pected bur­ 
g eo ning o f CATV channels is fairly 
simple: The Federal Co mmunica­ 
tio ns Co mmissio n finally seems dis­ 
po sed to ex amine the reg ulato ry is­ 
sues inv o lv ed in CATV, including the 
establishment o f a satellite co mmu­ 
nicatio ns sy stem fo r the United 
States. 
To day it is po ssible to g et so me 
pro g rams fro m o ther parts o f the 
wo rld v ia the Co msat satellite, but 
it’s spo radic and has to be timed. All 
this wo uld chang e with the pro po sed 
new satellite sy stem. 
Once g ro und rules hav e been laid 
do wn by the FCC, lo o k fo r an imme­ 
diate and dramatic ex pansio n in tel­ 
ev isio n fare, say industry spo kes­ 
men. 
A wide v ariety o f pro g ramming 


that is no t eco no mical to present to ­ 
day wo uld be made av ailable, so me­ 
thing fo r ev ery o ne in the family , 
say s William J . Bresnan, president 
o f TelePro mpTer, the larg est CATV 
co mpany . 
Theo retically , the satellite-cable 
telev isio n co mbinatio n co uld g iv e a 
ho me set almo st unlimited capaci­ 
ty —hundreds o f channels, tho usands 
o f different pro g rams. 
Add the wo nders o f the co mputer, 
which will make po ssible two -way 
co mmunicatio ns between the ho me 
terminal and a central statio n—a 
scho o l, fo r ex ample—and y o u hav e a 
co mmunicatio ns sy stem o f truly 
dramatic po tentialities. 
Speaking o f scho o ls, educato rs 
are no t merely intrig ued by tho se 
po tentialities. 
“ We’re ex cited by what we’re 
finding and are ev en stag g ered by 
the pro mises o f cable techno lo g y ,” 
writes Catherine Barrett, president 
o f the Natio nal Educatio n Asso cia­ 
tio n, in a special supplement o n 
CATV in the o rg anizatio n’s mag a­ 
zine. 
But the rev o lutio n, if such it is, 
wo n’t be o v ernig ht. 
It is interesting to no te that a na­ 
tio nwide study o f in-scho o l use o f an 
ex perimental series called “ The 
Electric Co mpany ,” bro adcast o v er 
co nv entio nal telev isio n and desig ned 
to help teach basic reading skills, 
fo und that while 97 per cent o f all 
American ho mes hav e TV, o nly 51 
per cent o f all elementary scho o ls 
hav e TV capability .

President Nix o n has priv ately 
taken a philo so phical turn in judg ing 
his o wn current reo rg anizatio n plans 
and he is dead rig ht abo ut the deeper 
questio ns which co ncern him since 
his landslide v icto ry . 
Mr. Nix o n believ es that o ur chal­ 
leng e to day is to the structure o f o ur 
g o v ernment, its entire sy stem o f 
checks and balances. He sees the 
Presidency beco ming a party o f it­ 
self, auto no mo us in its selfsufficien­ 
cy . But to rev erse that and still g et 
thing s do ne either thro ug h Co ng ress 
o r in the g ig antic bureaucracy 
kno wn as the United States g o v ern­ 
ment is much harder than the mere 
intentio ns o f a President. 
Mr. Nix o n is v ery sensitiv e abo ut 
the way that Co ng ress o ften puts it­ 
self o n the easy and po pular side o f 
an issue, to sses it into the lap o f a 
President and then sits back witho ut 
accepting the respo nsibility fo r the 
co nsequences o f that Co ng ressio nal 
po sitio n. 
In such cases Mr. Nix o n finds 
himself co nfro nted by a Co ng ress 
unwilling to face up to the key deci­ 
sio ns but ready to thro w mud at the 
President who must g rapple with 
them. 


Nex t, Mr. Nix o n—like all Presi­ 
dents—finds that a President is 
mo re o ften than no t a lo nely man in 
a wo rld o f his o wn ; a wo rld o f inner 
turmo il, tensio ns and co nflicts. What 
he said to the newsmen at Camp Da­ 
v id abo ut this “ need to g et to a place 
like this” came fro m his heart. And 
in the quiet repo rt that each o f us 
g iv es to himself in the wee ho urs o f 
the nig ht, Mr. Nix o n is driv en to 
questio n whether any g o v ernment 
can really g o v ern o ur co untry to day . 


Mr. Nix o n’s v iew is that—at an 
accelerated rate—a Third Fo rce has 
been added to the American peo ple 
o n o ne hand and o ur g o v ernment o n 
the o ther. It is what y o u mig ht lo o se­ 
ly call o ur mechanistic, liv ing -to ­ 
g ether netwo rk. 


As a man who came up in o ur 
eco no mic sy stem the hard way , Mr. 
Nix o n is co nv inced that the g o v ern­ 
ment must at times lend its po werful 
suppo rt to o ur eco no mic sy stem. But 
he also insists that the g o v ernment 
must be ev er-cautio us lest it crush 
tho se indiv idual effo rts that are the 
o nly real so urce o f wealth and secur­ 
ity . Occasio nally , ho wev er, ano ther 
tho ug ht takes o v er. 
So metimes Mr. Nix o n wo nders if 
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Foreign capital to U.S. 
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and the good news is that man will probably not 
land on the^moon again for a long time!"

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Ev en 
with rising pro ductio n and g ro wing 
reco v ery , the tendency here in the 
United States is to v iew the eco no m­ 
ic o utlo o k with so me fo rebo ding - 
mo re inflatio n, an unfav o rable bal­ 
ance o f pay ments, hig h unemplo y ­ 
ment. 
Repo rts no w co ming in sug g est 
that this is no t the v iew o f mo ney - 
wise inv estment men in o ther majo r 
n atio n s. 
Euro pean bankers, and particu­ 
larly the astute Swiss, had been 
d eep ly co ncerned abo ut the do llar, a 
wo rry th at apparently resulted in a 
majo r decline in new fo reig n inv est­ 
men ts in th is co untry fo r a perio d, 
an d , in so me v ery 
impo rtant cases, 
resu lted in an abso lute decline in 
h o ld in g s. 
Th is sh ift, o f co urse, was the ab­ 
so lu te test o f a lack 
o f co nfidence. 
Of late, the picture has been 
ch an g in g . 
Co ntacts who hav e been in 
to u ch recently with majo r Euro pean 
b an k ers, including the Swiss, and 
wo rld wid e, say that these men in the 
main b eliev e this co untry no w has 
its d o llar pro blem in hand. The same 
sto ry co mes o ut o f J apan. 
Qu estio n ed , 
so me o f these majo r 
in v estmen t men , who handle v ery 
larg e amo u n ts o f o ther peo ple’s 
mo n ey , say th at 
the best inv estment 
p ro sp ects th ese 
day s are in the Unit­ 
ed States—b etter ev en than in flo ur­ 
ish in g J apan and West Germany . 
Th ere is pro o f that these men 
mean wh at they say . Fo r so me time 
n o w, it is repo rted, fo reig n inv est­ 
men ts in this co untry hav e been o n 
th e rise. The belief is that the in­ 
crease is g o ing to g ro w ev en mo re 
sh arp ly . 
A number o f these Euro pean 
fn o n ey men 
say that in their o pinio n 


the United States is nearer to co ntro l 
o v er inflatio n in the lo ng pull than 
o ther majo r co untries. As a.result, 
they ex pect U.S. pro ductio n co sts to 
g o up mo re slo wly than elsewhere, 
putting this co untry into a mo re 
co mpetitiv e po sitio n. 
In this reg ard, recent studies o n 
wag e rates in a half-do zen leading 
co untries indicate that fo reig n 
wag es hav e been rising at a much 
hig her rate than American wag es 
fo r mo re than a decade. Fo reig n 
wag es, o f co urse, hav e co me up 
fro m a much lo wer base, and o n av ­ 
erag e co ntinue to be well belo w 
American. Nev ertheless, inso far as 
the fo reig n wag es are rising at a 
faster rate than American, this dif­ 
ferential in the rate o f increase inev ­ 
itably helps to put this co untry in a 
better po sitio n to meet fo reig n 
prices. 


Fig ures bro ug ht to g ether by Wil­ 
liam D. No rdhauso f Yale Univ ersity 
repo rt U.S. manufacturing wag e 
rate increases o f 4 .1 per cent in 196 6 , 
3.9 per cent in 196 7 , and 5.1 to 6 .1 per 
cent increases in the y ears fro m 196 8 
thro ug h 197 1. 
By co ntrast, J apanese wag es 
g ained by 11.5 to 15.9 per cent a y ear 
during the 196 6 -197 1 perio d. 


Manufacturing wag es in Sweden 
mo v ed up 6 .2 to 12.3 per cent a y ear, 
French wag es fro m 5.8 to 11.7 per 
cent, Canadian wag es fro m 5 .9 to 8 .5 
per cent, and 
United 
King do m 
wag es, ex cept fo r o ne 3.2 per cent 
y ear, shifted up fro m 5.9 to 11.9 per 
cent each y ear. 
West German manufacturing 
wag es ro se 3.9 per cent in 1967 and 
4 .0 per cent in 1968 and fro m 7 to 11.2 
per cent a y ear in the o ther y ears 
fro m 1966 thro ug h 197 1. Tho se are 
quite sig nificiy it differences. 


it isn’t the mechanistic netwo rk it­ 
self with its recessio ns and bo o ms, 
purchases, ho rsepo wer, kilo watts, 
credits and lo ans, mo ney , interest 
rates and bank credit, ho useho ld and 
industrial machinery , co mmunica­ 
tio ns and transpo rtatio n which no w 
ho lds the real supremacy o v er us as 
its inhabitants. 
The mechanistic netwo rk is a su­ 
perwo rld. It is relating us to each 
o ther in a supermechanical way . It 
has chang ed o ur wo rkaday liv es 
fro m larg ely a perso nal matter to a 
structural matter. And while it has 
made us mo re leisurely it has also 
made us mo re v ulnerable. 
This pheno meno n has g o ne so far 
that we are easy prey to a J aco bin 
mass demo cracy which President 
Nix o n kno ws he can neither lead, in 
the traditio nal sense, no r co ntro l. 
The pro ducer-co nsumer ro tatio n 
is such that it is ev en hard to see 
whether pro ductio n o ccurs fo r the 
demand o f co nsumptio n o r co n­ 
sumptio n is co ntro lled by the de­ 
mand fo r pro ductio n. 
Fo r ex ample, do we ride aro und 
in 100 millio n auto mo biles because 
we are pro spero us o r are we pro s­ 
pero us because we ride aro und in 100 
millio n auto mo biles? 


There is ev en a certain inter­ 
breeding between peo ple and the 
machines. Larg e seg ments o f the 
po pulatio n o rg anize po litically fo r 
what are really mechanical ends. 
They fo rm so mething o f a so cio -eco ­ 
no mic netwo rk with many similari­ 
ties to mechanical life. 
Years ag o inv ento r Tho mas A. 
Ediso n wro te: “ It is hard to under­ 
stand where ev ery thing we are mak­ 
ing is co ming fro m, is g o ing and 
why .” If it were hard ev en then fo r 
Ediso n, imag ine ho w hard it is fo r 
the rest o f us no w. 


We pro bably hav e no t kno wn 
any thing o f this so rt was happening 
to us mentally , spiritually and emo ­ 
tio nally in reaching fo r o ur “ better 
life” —which may partly ex plain 
why we hav e the hig hest standard o f 
liv ing but no t the hig hest standard o f 
life. 


We hav e no t realized that we 
hav e created the miracle o f do ing 
mo re while thinking less. And this 
may be o ne reaso n that President 
Nix o n (o r any mo dern President), 
whether in his seco nd term o r no t 
and landslide v icto ry o r no t, is be­ 
hind the eig ht-ball.

Social Security 
burden growing

WASHINGTON (NEA)— While 
President Nix o n sets a federal jo b 
freeze and talks o f spreading po wer 
mo re effectiv ely to the states, the 
So cial Security Administratio n—a 
hug e element in the U.S. bureaucra­ 
cy —takes o n big g er and big g er bur­ 
dens. 
To day 28.1 millio n Americans are 
o n So cial Security ro lls, but the 
number g ro ws co nstantly and will 
hav e do ubled to 55 millio n half a cen­ 
tury fro m no w. In 1950, beneficiaries 
to taled just 3.5 millio n. 
To be sure, So cial Security ’s 
wo rk is in so me way s hig hly decen­ 
tralized, with 900 district o ffices 
handling many details. The g reat 
av a la nche 
o f 
benefit 
checks, 
amo unting no w to upwards o f $4 0 
billio n, spews o ut thro ug h sev en re­ 
g io nal Treasury o ffices. 
But So cial Security ’s co re o pera­ 
tio n at Baltimo re is key . There is 
just no way o f making any thing 
small o ut o f an activ ity that must 
keep trace o f So cial Security tax 
pay ments and o ther date fo r 96 mil­ 
lio n U.S. wo rkers, and must dis­ 
pense benefits to nearly 15 per cent 
o f o ur g ro wing po pulatio n. 
As if its So cial Security o pera­ 
tio ns were no t eno ug h, the ag ency 
o f co urse also manag es Medicare. In 
the y ear ended J une 30, Medicare 
o v ersaw pay ments o f $8.4 billio n to 
4 .6 millio n peo ple co v ered under 
ho spital insurance, and 10.9 millio n 
(much duplicatio n here) co v ered by 
supplementary medical insurance 
affecting mo stly do cto r bills. 
Fo rtunately fo r the co untry , So ­ 
cial Security happens to be just 
abo ut the mo st efficient activ ity in 
the federal g o v ernment. No o utfit 
with so many “ co nstituents” and 
with so me 54 ,000 emplo y es co uld be 
ex pected to be perfect. The ag ency 
has its sad tales o f lo st files, terrible 
delay s, co nfusio n, irritating co n­ 
flicts between its peo ple and so me o f 
the peo ple who g et o r need help. 
Yet there is no inefficiency ev en 
remo tely to uching that o f the Po stal 


Serv ice o r the welfare pro g ram. 
With o ne o f the larg est co mputer 
co mplex es in the wo rld, and w ith; 
co nstant attentio n to better man- j 
po wer use, So cial Security has no : 
“ m ess.” 
The best testimo ny to its g eneral 
usefulness is the fact that Co ng ress, 
as I no ted in so me earlier repo rts, 
nas saddled it with new respo nsibili- * 
ty . Starting in 197 4 , it will manag e o n 
a co mpletely federalized basis the 
so -called “ adult categ o ries” under 
the no w scattered welfare pro g ram. 
As many as fiv e millio n peo ple (a lo t 
o f them already o n So cial Security 
o r Medicare ro lls) will be affected. 
As g o o d as it is, So cial Security ’s 
tasks are made immeasurably mo re 
difficult with each rev isio n o f the 
law, and this has to be a drag this 
y ear. Two So cial Security enact­ 
ments o ccurred, and the seco nd was 
an incredibly co mplex piece o f busi­ 
ness. 


One has to wo nder whether tl*e 
members o f Co ng ress ev er v isit Bal­ 
timo re to see what happens when 
that ag ency has to translate their 
handiwo rk into effectiv e actio n un­ 
derstandable by po tential benefi­ 
ciaries. 
The refining details fo und em­ 
bedded in the law by wrang ling 
Ho use and Senate co mmittees are 
almo st o v erpo wering to the lay man. 
The ex perts in Baltimo re spend day s 
and weeks try ing to fig ure o ut ho w to 
tell Americans what the new law 
pro v ides fo r them. 


It is hard eno ug h to g et a simple 
messag e acro ss to so me o f the pro ­ 
spectiv e beneficiaries who may be 
tucked away in cheap, lo nely apart­ 
ments o r whiling away their day s o n 
park benches. What Co ng ress do es 
“ fo r them” reads in many parts like 
a wartime co de. 
So if So cial Security endures as a 
g o o d ex ample o f big ness larg ely 
wo rking , it wo uld seem to be in spite 
o f the men in Washing to n who are 
suppo sed to be clo sest to the peo ple 
who need help.

New engine part 
does away with 
points, tune-ups 


Millard Webster of Rockford 
has invented an ignition system 
which will reduce combustible 
engine pollution and is adapt­ 
able to present engines and to 
newly developed Wankel en­ 
gines. 
Called a Roto-Spark ignition 
system, 
Webster’s 
device 
eliminates points in engine dis­ 
tributors which, he says, gets 
rid of engine tlineups and mis­ 
firing which, Webster asserts, 
are major factors in emission of 
pollutants. 
The inventor reports his sys­ 
tem can be used on engines for 
power mowers, boats and 
snowmobiles, as well as auto­ 
mobiles. 
Webster, who is president of 
Roto-Spark Corp., has secured 
worldwide patents on the igni­ 
tion system, and says manufac­ 
turing, at first, may be con­ 
tracted out to a local industry. 
He indicates when sufficient 
financing has been pledged 
Roto-Spark will begin its own 
manufacturing operations. 
Jon J. King of Business Re­ 
source Corp., Glenview, which 
provides management engi­ 
neering for Roto-Spark, pre­ 
dicted Webster’s device will re­ 
place all ignition systems that 
are now using points or other 
electronic substitutions. 
Webster stated that although 
the new system is adaptable to 
the Wankel engine, which is ex­ 
pected to revolutionize vehicu­ 
lar power in the near future, he 
presently plans to go after the 
market of more than 100 million 
automobiles with conventional 
engines which are in use in the 
United States today. 
Associated with Webster in 
Roto-Spark are Budd Whatton, 
a real estate man, and Fred 
Woodward, a local industrialist 
in the engineering draftsman 
supply field. 
The 55-year-old Webster re­ 
vealed his invention was devel­ 
oped from a lifetime of experi­ 
ence which covers apprentice­ 
ship in Chicago as a tool and die 
maker, and use of his machin­ 


ist’s skills in turbine engines at 
Boeing Aircraft, Seattle, and in 
aerospace work on Gemini 
space capsules at McDonnell 
Aircraft.

Gossard corsets, if 
only for seven years 


A co rset business first 
o rg anized in 1897 by H. W. Go s­ 
sard was lo cated in Dix o n in 
1907 to make a firm industrial 
impact o n the co mmunity if but 
fo r o nly the nex t sev en y ears. 
The business was first beg un 
fo r the purpo se o f impo rting 
and selling laces, trimming s, 
dress furnishing s and silks fo r 
the wo men’s dress trade. 
Ex ceptio nally successful fro m 
the start, the Go ssard firm 
earned a reputatio n fo r being a 
leading inno v ato r in the female 
clo thing business. 
On a v isit to Paris in 1902, the. 
co mpany ’s fo under learned o f a 
new co rset which had been pa­ 
tented and placed o n the 
market o nly a mo nth befo re. 
Hie principal feature in the 
co nstructio n o f this new co rset 
was that it laced in fro nt. 
This fro nt lacing facto r, 
entirely fo reig n to all the ideas 
o f co rset making at the time, 
co nstituted within itself a 
no v elty o f g reat impo rtance. 
Added to this new idea was the

feature that the lines and co n­ 
structio n o f the inner g arment 
made the wearer stand in a co r­ 
rect po sitio n. This, g enerally , 
“ co ntributed to the better, 
dev elo pment o f the fig ure and 
to the health o f the wearer,” 
acco rding to the co mpany ’s 
first sales literature. 
Go ssard and his assistants 
immediately 
captured all 
rig hts to the manufacturer and 
distributio n o f the new co rset 
sty le fo r the American market. 
The first Go ssard Co rsets were 
made in France, impo rted to 
the American eastern markets 
and were retailed at $25 each. 
Co rsets at this price were at 
the time almo st unkno wn in this 
co untry . Ho wev er, the co m­ 
pany stated in early ad­ 
v ertisements, “ The ex treme 
merit o f these, marv elo us 
co rsets appeal to the ladies o f 
refinement and taste and tho se 
who can affo rd, g ladly pay thei 
price asked.” 
So o n the federal g o v ernment 
had impo sed a 60 per cent 
impo rt duty o n the co rsets fro m 
Paris in an attempt to pro tect 
do mestic manufacturers. The 
Go ssard firm, hav ing made 
eno ug h mino r chang es in the; 
co rset to allo w it to stand as 
their o wn pro duct, disco ntinued 
o v erseas 
co nnectio ns 
and 
beg an to lo o k fo r an American 
facto ry site. 
At first the o peratio ns were 
co nducted in Chicag o with a 
small plant being built in 
Belev idere. This last o peratio n 
lasted just three y ears, until 
1907, when business in the 
co rset market became so larg e 
the co mpany lo o ked fo r, and 
fo und, a much larg er facto ry 
fro m which to o perate. 
This new lo catio n was alo ng 
the Chicag o -No thwestern 
railro ad o n Linco ln Av e., in 
westerly Dix o n. Fo rmerly 
kno wn as the wag o n plant and 
piano facto ry , the lo ng sto ne 
and brick building still stands 
to day co mplete with memo ries 
o f alo ng string o f v ario us in­ 
dustrial o peratio ns that had at 
o ne time o r ano ther been 
lo cated within its walls. 
Dix o n co rset making beg an 
o n July 23, 1907, and by Sep­ 
tember o f that y ear o v er 100 
female wo rkers were receiv ing 
“ g o o d wag es” fo r 
hand- 
making Go ssard Co rsets. The 
fo llo wing y ear an additio nal 150 
emplo y ees were wo rking and 
by 1909 steady emplo y ment fo r 
o v a: 300 Dix o nites was to be 
had at the west end plant. 
The O. H. Martin sto re in 
Dix o n, amo ng o thers, featured 
the Go ssard Co rset and became 
the firm’s o utlet fo r “ slig htly 
so iled” merchandise at re­ 
duced prices. These co rsets 
(“ They Lace In Fro nt” the ads 
alway s no ted) became v ery 
much co pied and were so o n to 
be av ailable under a number o f 
different m anufacturer’s ' 
labels. 
Output o f the co rset co n­ 
tinued lo cally at a g reat rate 
until late in 1910 when g ro wing 
co mpetitio n fo rced the retail 


price belo w the $3 mark and 
caused perio dic shut-do wns o f 
the Dix o n plant. This trend co n­ 
tinued until early 1914 when the 
o wners o f the firm leased o ut 
the majo rity o f the west end 
plant to the Ro desch Piano and 
Play er Co mpany . 
A no tice appeared o n the 
pag es o f the Dix o n Ev ening 
Teleg raph o f No v . 9, 1914, tell­ 
ing o f the co mplete clo sing o f 
the Go ssard Co rset Co ., o pera­ 
tio n in Dix o n. The sto ry no ted 
that a co mbinatio n o f war-time 
sho rtag es, chang es in lady ’s 
clo thing habits and co nstant in­ 
fring ement by o ther firms o n 
the Go ssard’s patents had 
bro ug ht abo ut the do se o f the 
plant in Dix o n. 
Thus, an end came to what 
had been a sho rt sev en y ear 
industrial sto ry o f lo cal co n­ 
cern. The Go ssard Co rset came 
into being to satisfy a chang ing 
need o f the female buy er. The 
manufacture lo cally o f the 
co rset ended when ev en further 
chang es fo rced a realig nment 
o f co mpany business po licies. 
.. The fact remains, ho wev er, 
as far as Dix o nites were co n­ 
cerned fo r that sev en y ear time 
span, if it was a co rset, o f 
co urse it was a Go ssard!

Man and Beast 
special on ABC 


Is it simply coincidence that a 
chic woman prefers a pam­ 
pered poodle to a mangey 
mutt ? That a stevedore walks a 
St. Bernard rather than a 
Pekinese? 
Does masochism or love 
underlie the trials a Manhattan 
apartment dweller must endure 
to provide the essentials of life 
for a dog, cat, gerbil, ocelot or 
aardvark in the crowded urban 
environment? 
ABC News correspondent 
Harry Reasoner offers televi­ 
sion viewers a look on the light 
side of the psychological 
aspects of people and their pets 
on the ABC News special, “Who 
Do You Think You Are? — Man 
and Beast,” airing Friday from 
9 to 9:30 p.m. 
Over half the families in this 
country own either a pet dog or 
cat. And the rem aining families 
contribute mightily to the 
schools of angel fish and the 
flocks of parakeets and the le­ 
gions of hamsters that populate 
the world of American’s pets. 
Yearly expenditures far pet 
foods, pet care accessories and 
other animal needs are com­ 
puted in the billions of dollars. 
On the special, correspondent 
Reasoner traces the rich and 
meaningful relationship be­ 
tween people and their pets 
hack to primitive times, five 


million or more years ago, 
when man and the animal; 
were more nearly equals. 
As he observes on the pro­ 
gram, man “grew away from 
the animals—away from our 
own animal natures, and, 
finally, away from the nature 
itself.” 


On “Who Do You Think You 
Are? — Man and Beast,” 
Reasoner explores the human- 
animal symbiosis with the 
assistance of several experts in 
the field, among them Dr. 
Michael Fox, psychologist, 
veterinarian and author of 
“Understanding Your Dog.” 
Milan Greer, authority and fre­ 
quent writer on the subject of 
cats: composer George Klein- 
singer, who has converted his 
New York City apartment into 
a mini-menagerie of exotic 
pets; and Dr. Boris M. 
Levingson, a Professor of 
Psychology 
at 
Yeshiva 
Universtiy 
and 
a 
child- 
psychologist who has pioneered 
in pet-oriented psychotherapy. 
At locations ranging from 
lavish pet shops to animal 
cemeteries to New York City’s 
Central Park, the ABC News 
special records the feelings of 
persons from a wide variety of 
walks of life about their 
special, personal pets.

The designers of the wreath 
shown on the treetrimmer’s 
shirt su ggest y ou allow an hou r 
to make this design, bu t any one 
who’s nimble with the thimble 
shou ld be able to trim the time 
considerably . 
All y ou need, besides the 
sweatshirt, is IV2 y ards of green 
tassel fringe, and 
y ard of red 
ball fringe. Then mark a circle, 
6!£ ” diameter, on the center 
front of the shirt. Pin fringe 
with heading tou ching circle, 
and hand-stitch at both edges of 
the heading.

do not improve

Why don’t ou r diets improv e? 
Why did they drop in qu ality 
between 
1955 and 1965 when 
they showed an increase in 
snack foods, more bakery 
produ cts, more processed foods 
and a drop in u se of v egetables? 
Part of the ex planation of this 
lowering of nu tritional qu ality 
lies in the increase in broken 
families, more children left to 
their own eating dev ices, more 
working mothers. All of this 
implies an era of TV dinners 
ana breakfasts, if any , on the 
ru n. 
Scientists 
It may point also to some­ 
thing else—the fact the nu ­ 
tritional scientists, thou gh 
knowledgeable, hav e not been 
able to motiv ate the consu mer 
on what foods his body needs to 
thriv e on. 
I don’t think we nu tritional 
scientists hav e been say ing 
a ny t hi ng 
pa r t i c u l a r l y 
arresting. We don’t emphasize 
the pleasu re to be obtained by 
eating good meals,” say s 
Horace L. Sipple, ex ecu tiv e 
secretary of the Nu trition 
Fou ndation. 
Dr. Sipple adds: ‘‘Sometime I 
think ou r teaching of nu trition 
sou nds like teaching some 
moral philosopy , not of the 
facts of life. We teach correctly 
as far as science is concerned. 
Bu t we don’t seem able to make 
people realize the facts of ex ist­ 
ence—that they liv e, grow and 
stay healthy depends largely on 
what they eat.” 
He refers to a situ ation at 
the Univ ersity of Montana 
where nu tritionists instru cted 
members of a Head Start grou p 
on what foods constitu te a 
balanced diet. One mother 
passed the test highly . Bu t a 
month later, when one of the 
teachers v isited her home, she 
fou nd that the mother had not 
changed her family meals in 
one single way . 
“To motiv ate them, we 
shou ld call on members of the 
social sciences. They might be 
able to teach u s how to reach 
people, to get and hold their 
attention. I think the social 


scientists shou ld help u s 
prepare material in a way that 
wou ld stimu late the children. 
They seem to u nderstand these 
things better than we.” 
The dread of dru g abu se and 
its consequ ences has taken 
pu blic attention away from 
malnu trition. Bu t lack of 
proper food can also wreck 
liv es. 
“I am not withou t hope. I am 
worried. We mu st reach the 
children and striv e to motiv ate 
them to eat good food. I do not 
know the complete answer. Bu t 
I hope, at least, that if children 
learn to enjoy good foods they 
may be less inclined to dru gs,” 
Dr. Sipple say s.

Auditorium, athletic field 
updating badly needed 


Passage o f the Dec. 19 scho o l building bo nd 
referendum will make po ssible lo ng needed im­ 
pro v ements in the high scho o l audito rium and athletic 
field—two facilities impo rtant to the educatio n o f students 
and the enjo y ment o f the entire co mmunity . 
The present audito rium was co mpleted in 19 36, and 
there hav e been v ery few impro v ements since that date. 
Seats, curtains and the lighting panel are o riginals. There 
is no reco rd o f redeco rating. 
So und equipment and lighting impro v ements hav e 
been made with mo ney earned thro ugh play s, musical 
pro ductio ns, co ncerts and special student mo ney -making 
effo rts. 
The present stage is smaller than the o riginal o ne due 
to state-impo sed life-safety standards. Railings had to be 
placed aro und entrances to the sto rage space belo w the 
state. This reduced the size o f the pro ductio n area. 
There are many o ther handicaps than the size o f the 
stage. Sto rage space fo r stage pro perty and co stumes is 
minimal and po o rly lo cated. There is no space fo r co n­ 
structing scenery , no r are there dressing ro o ms. 
The lighting panel is no t o f sufficient electrical 
capacity no r v ersatility fo r the dramatic and musical 
pro ductio ns o ur directo rs and students hav e been 
presenting fo r the past 10 y ears. 
Dix o n was fo resighted in pro v iding this facility which 
bro ught o ut the best dramatically and musically in 
tho usands o f students thro ugho ut the y ears. Ho wev er, it 
canno t be used indefinitely witho ut making so me in­ 
v estment to impro v e it. 
Dix o n has the student talent and dedicated staff to 
make this a so und inv estment. The impo rtance o f the arts 
has been established in o ur scho o l sy stem and co m­ 
munity , and o ur suppo rt no w will bo th maintain and 
strengthen them. 
Ano ther impo rtant scho o l facility requireing 
reno v atio n is the athletic field. A sub-standard track, 
inadequate lights and wo rn o ut, po o rly drained fo o tball 
field are the majo r pro blem areas. 
The present track v aries in width fro m 20 feet alo ng 
the west bleachers to eight feet alo ng the so uth turn. High 
scho o l tracks in o ur area generally co nsist o f six o r eight 
lanes, each lane 42 inches wide. This pro v ides a track 
unifo rmly 28 feet wide. 
The fo o tball field is saucer shaped rather than hav ing 
a cro wn in the center fo r pro per drainage. Plans call fo r 
cro wning and seeding. 
The lights are belo w the lighting standards o f all 
scho o ls with who m we co mpete in fo o tball. Widening the 
track will require mo v ing the field slightly to the west, 
and this will be an ideal time to pro v ide adequate lights o n 
new standards. Present po les are o ld, and light bulbs can 
no lo nger be changed by climbing the po les. Trucks with 
lo ng bo o ms pro v ided by Dix o n businesses currently assist 
the scho o ls in this light changing cho re. 
It wo uld seem unwise fo r o ur co mmunity to allo w 
these facilities to co ntinue deterio rating. A small in­ 
v estment no w will pay div idends fo r many y ears to co me.

The Food and Dru g Adminis­ 
tration said it will rev oke meth­ 
adone marketing permits held 
by eig ht dru g companies and 
su bstitu te a u niq u e “’closed sy s­ 
tem of distribu tion” only to 
hospital pharmacies, approv ed 
maintenance prog rams and cer­ 
tain dru g stores in ru ral areas. 
FDA Commissioner Charles 


C. Edwards said the special 
reg u lations are necessary ‘‘in 
v iew of the tremendou s pu blic 
health and social problems as­ 
sociated with the u se of heroin, 
the demonstrated u sefu lness of 
methadone in treatment (and) 
the lack of a safe and effectiv e 
alternativ e dru g or treatment 
modality .” 
‘‘It is not in the pu blic inter­ 
est,” he said, ‘‘either to with­ 
hold the dru g from the market 
u ntil it has been prov ed safe 
and effectiv e u nder all condi­ 
tions of u se or to g rant fu ll ap­ 
prov al for u nrestricted dis­ 
tribu tion, 
prescription, 
dis­ 
pensing or administration of 


methadone.” 
Taking effect immediately 
are a prohibition ag ainst allow­ 
ing minors to enroll in meth­ 
adone maintenance prog rams, 
a req u irement that patients be 
addicted to heroin for at least 
two y ears before participating , 
and improv ed g u arantees to 
protect the confidentiality of 
patients. 
Methadone is a sy nthetic nar­ 
cotic that, at hig h dosag e lev ­ 
els, blocks the effects of heroin 
and, at low doses, cu rbs the 
hu ng er for heroin. 
An estimated 55,000 addicts 
now are receiv ing methadone 
at 585 maintenance centers 


across the cou ntry , rou g hly half 
of them in New York City . Un­ 
der the new ru les, g ov ernment 
dru g reg u lators ex pect the 
nu mber of approv ed centers to 
swell to abou t 1,200 by mid- 
1973. 


Methadone patients will be 
req u ired to take the dru g daily 
at the treatment center, u nder 
observ ation, for the first three 
months in maintenance pro­ 
g rams. 
If they show satisfactory 
prog ress, they will be allowed 
to take home two-day su pplies 
and, after two y ears, three-day 
su pplies. 


The FDA conceded that ft 
had receiv ed many comments 
from doctors complaining that 
the restrictions represent “an 
u nwarranted 
intru sion 
into' 
medical practice and the phy si­ 
cian-patient relationship fay a 
reg u latory ag ency and wou ld 
sev erely impede the ability of 
the seriou s practitioner to treat • 
and rehabilitate the addict pop­ 
u lation.” 
- ' 


There is no intent to interfere 
with leg itimate medical prac­ 
tice, the FDA said, bu t tou g h- 
reg u lations are necessary to re­ 
place discretionary g u idelines 
pu blished last April.
